For the love of heaven and the tourists, let’s relieve those who 
rome from other climes to spend a night with us the ignoble experi­ 
ence which fell to the lot of our good friends from Tennessee!

fort stands on land 
once owned by George Washington

against 1600 French and Indians on 
July 3, 1765. 
This 
battle 
started 
the seven Years’ war, the World 
W ar of its time, as

French and Indian war in America. 
The thirty Colonial soldiers killed 
were burled together near th stock­ 
ade. 
Old records have revealed the 
names of the twelve Virginians kill­
